Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
. conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims do not produce any tangible results. The practical application of the claimed 
invention cannot be realized until the information determined is conveyed to the user. 
For the result to be tangible, determined/corrected real input power level and real output 
power level would need to output to a user or displayed to a user or stored for later use 
by a user. Hence, the claims are treated as non-statutory functional descriptive material 
(see MPEP 2106 and 

http://www.uspto.gov/web/offices/com/sol/og/2005/week47/patgupa.htm ). 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

Claim Objections 

Claims 2-4 and 6-8 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

- claims 3, 4, and 8, "ATE" is not defined. 

- claims 2, 6, and 7, "RF" is not defined. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Roberts 
etal. (US 6,064,4501). 

Regarding claims 1 and 5, Roberts et al. discloses in a test apparatus (Fig. 1 A) used for 
measuring the input and output characteristics of an amplifier (input and output of 10, 
Fig. 1 A), a method and system for determining test program parameters (Fig. 4's), 
comprising: 
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- calculating input loss (column 9, lines 33-34) from the test apparatus power 
source (column 4, lines 58-61) to the input of the amplifier (Fig. 1A), defining an input 
loss correction factor (column 9, lines 35-36); 

- calculating output loss (column 12, line 60) from the amplifier output to the 
power meter of the test apparatus (column 12, lines 59-62), defining an output loss 
correction factor (column 12, lines 60-61); 

However, regarding claims 1 and 5, Roberts et al. does not disclose using the input loss 
correction factor to determine a real input power level; and using the output loss 
correction factor to determine a real output level. 

Nevertheless, Roberts et al. discloses compensating the loss by higher gain toward the 
output (column 1 , lines 59-60). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to compensate the input loss provided by Roberts et al. to 
determine the real input and output power levels for the purpose of adjusting the gain 
toward the output (column 1, lines 59-60). It is noted that the real input and output levels 
determine the real gain. 
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Conclusion 

Roberts et al. does not disclose calibrating RF tests as a function of the input 
loss correction factor and the output loss correction factor, wherein the RF tests include 
at least one of the following: input power, output power, gain, efficiency, and detector 
error, linearity, noise figure (claims 2, 6, 7) or calculating an initial input loss from the 
difference of the first gain change and the first initial output loss; setting power level of 
the ATE to sum of input power lab and initial input loss (claims 3, 8).
